Method of “Starting 
at Bottom” Given Up 


For many generations the only way 
one could learn to be a business man 
was through apprenticeship. We 
called it “starting at the bottom.” Most 
of us were reared with a conception 
of a business career derived from the 
Alger books—“from train boy to pres- 
ident,” writes Richard J. Walsh in 
Century Magazine. 

That this idea still persists is ap- 
parent when we look at the stories of 
success in some of the popular maga- 
zines. Steadily, however, formal meth- 
ods of education have gained ground, 
replacing the apprenticeship or “watch 
me, my boy,” system. 

Commercial education first appeared 
in our public schools about 1895. It 
grew naturally out of the multiplica- 
tion of industrial occupations. At 
least one-fourth of the jobs today are 
utterly unlike any that. our. grandpar- 
ents had to do, and many of them 
such that the boss could not ‘teach 
them, because he never mastered them 
himself. F. V. Thompson says: 
~ “Commercial education was perhaps 
the first subject to be adopted by the 
high school as a concession to the pub- 
lic desire that the school should fur- 
nish preparation for vocations.” 

By 1915 we were spending more for 
the commercial course than for any 
other in our city high schools, and at 
least one-third of all pupils in the 
high schools of large cities were en 
rolling in commercial courses, while 
business training for adults was being 
offered in evening and continuation 
classes. 


Early Gatherings of 
Baptists in Alabama 


Lorenzo Dow, who is said to have 
reached the distant frontier settle- 
ments of Alabama along the Tombig- 
bee as early as 1703, at the age of 
twenty-seven, preached as a son of 
thunder, says a staff correspondent 
of the Birmingham News. He was a 
Baptist. The first trace which the 
writer finds of the presence of the 
Baptists in Alabama is around Hunts- 
ville, but shortly after they found a 
footing in the southwestern part of 
the territory in the neighborhood of 
St. Stephens, the first captial of Ala- 
bama, ; 

Rev. John Nicholson had the honor 
of organizing the first Baptist church 
in the state. It is sald that in the 
fall of 1881 a number of families met 
und spread their tents near Elyton 
and held the first campmeeting ever 
held in Alabama. There were unusual 
demonstrations among those who be- 
came interested in the matter of re- 
ligion. One who witnessed these pecu- 
liar manifestations thus described 
them: “It was not unusual to have a 
large part of the congregation pros- 
trated upon the ground, and in some 
instances they appeared to have lost 
the use of their limbs. No distinct 
articulation could be heard; screams, 
cries, groans, shouts, notes of grief 
and notes of joy, all heard at the 
same time, made much confusion, a 
sort of indescribable concert.” 
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Source of Quinine 
Chinchona, or cinchona, is the name 
of the South American tree, the bark 
of which produces the well-known drug 
called quinine. The virtues of the 
bark were discovered about 1535, and 
in 1635 a decoction made of the bark 
cured of fever the wife of the vice 
roy of Peru whose name was Cin- 
chona. The bark was Introduced into 
France in 1649, and is said to have 
cured of fever the dauphin, who later 
became King Louls XIV. The bark 
came Into general use in 1680, and Sir 
Hans Sloan introduced it into Eng- 
land about the year 1700. The chin- 
chona tree has been planted in India 

and Ceylon and thrives there. 


First Patent 

The first inventor to take advantage 
of the first national patent act, which 
congress passed in 1790, was Samuel 
Hopkins of Vermont. His patent was 
for an improved method of “making 
pot and pearl ashes.” In those days 
the potash industry was important. 
Potash, which was used in making 
soap and glass, was produced by 
leaching wood ashes and boiling down 
the lye. To make a ton of potash, 
which was worth about $25, the trees 
on an acre of ground had to be cut 
down and burned, the ashes leached 
and the lye evaporated in great iron 
kettles.—Youth’s Companion.

The cord 
ig sixteen yards long and contains 100 
knots. Divided into ten unequal sec- 
tions these knots represent the odd 
numbers from one to nineteen, The 
sections are of different colors, includ- 
ing red, brown, yellow, blue and 
green, and are separated by silver 
beads, which represent the even nuin- 
bers from two to twenty. By using 
this simple way of counting, based 
on the decimal system, rapid calcula 
tions can be made.—Montreal Star.

Caves in Britain Well 
Worth Tourist’s Visit 


Little as some might suspect it, 
there are some famous caves in Great 
Britain, and still more that deserve 
to be famous. The country is rich not 
only in the number, but also in the va- 
riety of type of the caverns which it 
contains. Best known among these 
caves are the Peak cavern, at Castle- 
ton, in Derbyshire and the Cheddar 
caves, in Somerset, The Peak cavern 
has been known since the earliest 
ages. No one could help seeing it, 
for it yawns huge and black in the 
cliff-like side of that hill on whose 
dizzy..crags. Peveril of the Peak had 
his castle, says the Wide World Maga- 
zine, 

An ice-cold: stream issues from its 
limestone recesses, and subterranean 
lakes stretch far into the _ hillside. 
This vast cavern has been explored 
for 2,250 feet. 

‘The Cheddar caves do not advertise 
in so spectacular a fashion, although 
the Cheddar gorge is one of the most 
striking pleces of scenery in Great 
Britain, The first series of caves was 
accidentally discovered in 1837, 
through a man at work in his garden 
falling into the hillside. The second 
series remained unknown until 1893. 
These limestone caves form a series of 
beautiful and lofty halls, hung with 
stalactites from the roof, and with 
beautifully colored stalagmites rising 
from the floor to meet them. 


Saved From Death by 
Knowledge of Morse 


Two employees of a telegraph com- 
pany sent to repair a burglar alarm 
in a financial institution at Boston 
were accidentally locked in the vault. 
Bank employees in vain tried to open 
the massive door, It was equipped 
with a time lock which was set to 
open the following morning. The po- 
lice, fire department and safe experts 
could do nothing. There was a safety 
device inside the vault which, if the 
prisoners knew about, would have re- 
leased them but there seemed to be 
no way to make them acquaintéd with 
the fact. 

Finally someone thought of the 
Morse telegraph code. With huge 
sledges the words were sounded to the 
imprisoned men. Then the anxtous 
throng waited. There was no ap- 
swer. Suddenly the door swung open 
and the two men tottered out. They 
had heard the message and found the 
lock. They were on the point of col- 
lapse after being in the air-tight com- 
partment for an hour, 


BILLIONS IN GOLD 
LOST FROM SIGHT 


Treasure Hoarded in All 
Countries but India Has 
Immense Quantities. 


Washington.—Who has all the gold? 

The United States has the great 
bulk of the gold that is in actual live- 
ly circulation, but this is only a small 
part of the gold that is known to be 
in existence. 

Thus far the best answer to the 
question has been furnished by the 
experts of the United States mint, who 
assert that since Christopher Colum 
bus discovered America in 1492 the 
world has dug up gold to the value of 
£3,965,000,000, or $20,000,000,000. 

Now since gold does not decay or 
wear out appreciably it is argued 
that the vast bulk of this is still in 
actual existence. But the authorities 
of the United States mint say that 
they can trace in actual circulation in 
the various countries only $9,210,000,- 
000. By the painful operation of sub- 
traction we learn that some $10,615,- 
000,000 in pure gold has disappeared 
from view. 

Use in the Arts. 

Perhaps $5,000,000,000 of it has 
been converted into gold ornaments 
of various sorts. Goldsmiths with a 
taste for antiquarian research regard 
five billion as the very. outside figure 
as an estimate of the gold “con- 
sumed” in the arts, Granting that 
this estimate is sound, this leaves 
about $5,615,000,000 which has com- 
pletely disappeared from view! 

Joseph S. McCoy of the United 
States treasury says foreign-born citi- 
zens of the United States have se- 
questered at least $225,000,000 in gold, 
while farmers, suspicious of their lo- 
cal banking resources, have concealed 
another $125,000,000 and the “misers” 
of the towns and cities “who live in 
squalor and gloat over their hoards 
hidden in socks, coffee-pots or fruit- 
jars or buried at the foot of trees” 
have concealed another $44,000,000. 

Hoarded in India. 

But of course there is India—and 
when it comes to hoarding gold, the 
United States cannot hold a candle 
to India. India is where the gold is. 
From ryot to rajah the Indians know 
gold, like it, get it and keep it. 

The women-folks of the most im- 
poverished Indians have gold bangles, 
anklets, armlets or nosering. The 
marwarri, or local money-lender, turns 
his day’s proceeds into gold and 
buries it. The native princes exhaust 
their rich Oriental imaginations in 
contriving new ways of “consuming” 
gold. 

Scores of Indian temples are deco- 
rated with pure gold, offerings of the 
devout. Every few years the domes 
of these temples are re-gilded with 
the precious metal. 

There is one rajah—not “Mr, A”— 
whose faney it is to have his palace 
illuminated with multitudinous small 
panes of glass in the center of which 
is a gold sovereign worth at par, $4.86. 
Another Indian prince has had the 
hobby of collecting hundreds of thou- 
sands of gold mohurs and “great 
mohurs,” which were the gold sov- 
ereigns and. double-sovereigns In In- 
dia of many years ago. 

In Other Nations. 

South Africa, too, is known to have 
a great hoard of gold. A South Afri- 
can bank recently estimated that the 
Kaffirs alone had concealed $90,000,- 
000. worth of gold. As for-China—she 
exports gold into India at the rate of 
$20,000,000 worth a month and her 
hoards show no signs of exhaustion. 

But It is one thing to know where 
the gold is and quite another to know 
how to coax it back into the worl 
of affairs. : 


French Village Rejoices 
in Change of Its Name 


Evreux, France.—The 208  inhab: 
itants of St. Pierre-des-Ceraiuls have 
been filled with joy by the decision of 
the state council authorizing the name 
of their village to be changed to St 
Pierre-des-Fleurs. . 

The literal translation of their 
original name is “Saint Peter of the 
Coffins,” so that it is easy to under. 
stand their satisfaction at the change 
to “Saint Peter of the Flowers.” 

At the same time, there is a move. 
ment on foot to change the name ot 
the department Charente-Inferleure t« 
Charente-Maritime, because the de 
partinent finds that its wines suffer in 
the esteem of foreigners by having the 
word “Inferieure” on their labels, as 
the mistake is made that It refers tc 
their quality and not to the position 
of the department on the “lower” pari 
of the River Charente,

Core Needed to Kas 
Plants in Good Health 


Gardeners are occasionally asked to 
Inspect unhealthy window plants and 
to advise concerning their treatment. 
Very often it is found that the jl) 
health of the plant is due to mistaken 
kindness on the part of the owner. 
For instance, it is deluged with water 
day after day, with the result that 
the soil turns sour and the plant be- 
comes moribund. 

Another not infrequent cause of 
trouble may be traced to erratic wa- 
tering; that is, daily attention for 4 
time and then a period of forgetful- 
ness, during which the unhappy plant 
receives no moisture, says Gardening 
Illustrated. A third cause is not un- 
commonly traceable to the fact that 
the plant is placed directly in a draft. 
It is not, as many suppose, the easi- 
est matter in the world to keep win- 
dow plants in good health, and it Is 
only by patient attention and close 
observation that the cultivator learns 
the exact requirements—the likes and 
dislikes—of individual varieties. Care- 
ful watering, occasional weak doses 
of stimulant and, in the case of aspi- 
distras and other fine-foliaged plants, 
occasional spongings of the leaves, will 
go far toward success in the case 
of pot plants.
